2. citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-62 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over RIVENBURG et al. in view of 
KHERANI et al. RIVENBURG teaches a stacked radioactive material in proximity to a photovoltaic cell. RIVENBURG 
does not teach an isotope impregnated crystalline film. KHERANI (claims 16-17) teaches an isotope impregnated crystalline 
film in a similar photovoltaic application. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use a stacked 
isotope impregnated crystalline film because of the direct teachings of each of RIVENBURG and KHERANI and the 
expectation of satisfactory results from the combination of RIVENBURG and KHERANI. 

Claims 1-62 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2) and (4), because the prior art does not teach the particular energy 
conversion device.
